Reform Of Electoral Methods 


Recent elections in Great Britain, 
Province of Saskatchewan, all seem to point in the same direction, and 
to a change in the system or methods of choosing Parliamentary 
For many generations the underlying principle of the 
British system of responsible government has been ruled by the majority of 
the people indicated by their selection of party in the 
House Of Commons or Legislative Assembly, as.the case may be. And such 
representatives were chosen, for the most ‘part! by constituencies represent- 
ed by a single member. So long as the electorate were divided into only 
major -parties or groups of -political thought this system worked fairly. well, 
although it was never wholly representative of public opinion. 

Now, that the two-party system has been, or is being, replaced 
by three and sometimes four or more parties, the weaktiesses of the old 
system have apparent, and the old principle of rule ‘by majority is 
rapidly impossible of realizatiom= *On the contrary, at West? 
minster, Ottawa, Regina, each party represented in Parliament is 
minority party, and im each instance the smallest of these minority 
holds the balance of power. ‘of the legislative bodies
